Ntw YOKE, Oct. 29. —A fire which 


started shortly after noun today in the 
eight story building of Tan-ant & Co., 
at the northwest corner of Warren and 
Greenwich streets, was lolloped by a 
great explosion that wrecked the entire 
structure. Masonry and iron girdeis 
were burled high in the air and the 
buildings in the neighborhood badly 
shattered. It is thought that scores of 
lives have been lost. The first explo- 
sion was followed by two others. Atn- 
bulances were called from all neighbor 
ing hospitals and extra surgeons were 
hurried to the scene. No leas than six- 
ty girls are thought to have been in 
the building; when it was demolished. 
It is probable that many of the specta- 
tors were injured and killed, for th' 
buildingjexploded with a terrific re 
port that shook the sky-scrapers on 
Broadway and sent thousands of frag 
ments flying in all direction?. There 
was a panic after the first shock of the 
explosion, and the crowd of fleeing per 
sons met still another rushing to the 
scene of the disaster. 
Soon the am 


balances ca ne .clanging up, and the 
work.of looking for _the injured and 
dead was begun. Thu firemen showed 
great bravery in fighting the blpz-5, afi 
the first explosion was followed by 
others, which sent the burning mass 
out in great volleyo. 
Those who wit 


nessed the explosions say that a col- 
umn of debris and smoke and fi true was 
hot up 30) feet into tho sky. Porsev- 
ral minutes after the explosion pieces 
if sheet tin and other debris were fall- 
ng eight or ten blocks away from the 
cene of the explosion. 


Later Details. 


NEW YOEK, Oct. 80, 2.00 A. M.—The 


property loss caused by the fire anc 
explosions is now estimated at one rail 
ion dollars. 
The loss of life is no 


known, but it is calculated that then 
are at least thirty bodies in the ruins. 
Owing to the exceedingly hot debris, 
no body had been gotten out at mid- 
night. Thirty-five persons are report- 
ed missing, and one hundred men, 
women and children are on the list of 
njured. 
Chief Croker says that no 


fireman was killed, all his men being 
accounted for.

York detectives Alvord was at once 
;aken to the police headquarters, photo- 
graphed and measured. He waived ex 
animation and left for New York at five 
o'clock, in the custody of the New 
York officers. "I'm glad the jig is up," 
he said, "and that I've got to face tho 
music." Ho had bat little money with 
him and said that most of the bank's 
money which be took had been used up 
In stoik speculation and that he had 
lived at the rate of fifty thousand dol- 
lars a year. He declared that he had 
not seen his wife for two weeks, and he 
seemed relieved that be had finally been 
located by tno officers. The Boston 
police were notified last Wednesday 
that the missing teller was in this ci y 
but, although he was seen onoe or twice 
by various people, he disappeared and 
was not located until yesterday. Today 
the officers went to the boarding house 
after dumer'and found Alvord in a back 
room in the second story. Alvord wil 
be arraigned before the United States 
commissioner tomorrow. He reached 
New York at eleven o'clock tonight.

Shu has shown herself ju.st to the Chi- 
nese, has no bones to pick witli the pow- 
ers and none of tlie jealousies tllut are 
the lot of the other allies.

the offer, she would certainly have Rus- 
sia at her back, that of course also mean- 
ing Krunce. 


"But 
would China agree? That, is a 


very iutereMing point, and by good luck 
I ani able to answer it—that is to hay, 
through one who is qualified to give an 
opinion of worth. 


"I met him today. He had just come 


down to Yalta so nt to be near the foun- 
tain head of KiiKsinn polities, which to- 
day is of such vital importance rli China.

Be Made to Do Well. 


in order to bavo. tho best success in 


growing house plants for the windows in 
winter the first thing is good, healthy 
plants, frco from Insoofs. People often 
fail to revive a sickly plant' The aim 
should be to get good soil from tho florist 
or from u, pa&Uvro. It mutters not whether 
it bu u geranium or a palm, tho best of 
caro is necessary for success. Nothing is 
more beautiful thiyi a window filled with 
lino {lowering plants in midwinter, but to 
have tv lot of plauts 8 feet high, not a-leaf 
on them, is not inviting, and they require 
us much care as tho healthy plants, 


Tho practice of most plant buyers is to 


get them of the florist in tho spring, phmt 
them In tho garden and let thorn grow all 
summer. When the first frost comes, they 
will lift the Inrgo plants, full of bud and 
bloom, out of tho ground and pot'them. 
In a I'cw days the plants begin to lose 
their foliage and. wilt. The best way to 
do is to cut away about two-thirds of tho 
plant and1 make them start new roots and 
new growth, though it puts off flowering 


j-for some time. The best way to huve good 
house plants is to buy what are wanted in 
$!iiy, put in good sized pots, and plunge 
the pots in tho earth. See that good drain- 
age is obtained, put a small board on the 
bottom to keep out tho worms, and about 
every two weeks turn around to keep tho 
roots from going through tho bottom of 
pot. Keep well watered through tho sum- 
mer, and by fall you -will have flno plants 
that will produce more flowers than half a 
iozun poor ones. Tho best plants for flow- 
sring in winter are geraniums, Chinese 
primrose, calla, cyclamens, cineraria, car- 
nations, Easter lilies, lilium, frecsias, be- 
gonias and many others. 


Insects should naver be seen on plants. 


Regular 'use of tobacco smoke at least 
twice each'"week will drive them away. 
Tho red spider often docs much mischief 
before ho is discovered. A dry, hot at- 
mosphcro favors his production. 
To pre- 


vent him keep tbo plants moist and 
syringe thorn. Bulbs, ferns, palms, etc., 
make good plants for home culture. Most 
houso plants do well in an n\orago tem- 
perature of not more than 50 degrees at 
night, with 20 or 2.3 degrees higher in the 
daytime. Plants arc often put in the cel- 
lar for tho winter. They will live, but 
not make as good a plant as a cutting 
rooted in March. Wo have to wutch them 
closely in the greenhouses. If men in the 
florist business could raise plants by put- 
ting them under a bench in the winter, 
they would got rich in a few years. Flow- 
ering plants need the best sunlight, while 
foliage plants will thrive without tho 
bright sun. Plants should not bo put up 
too high in a room, for the air is too hot 
and dry there.—Utica Press.

A man may suspect that his wife is 
renting a postolBce box from which to 
getk clandestine mall, but he can't prove it 
by the postoffice, for tho employees are for- 
bidden <-s tell the name of any person who 
rents n box gr drawer. The Press has 
noted from timo to time some of the odd 
end least understood of the newer rules, 
and it adds hero some others from, the lat- 
^st monthly supplement of the Guide. 


Soldiers, sailors and marines in the ac- 


livc service of fche'United States -ore the 
only persons in the country who can send 
their mail 0. O. D. If their letters* are 
marked "soldier's letter,'.' "sailor's letter" 
or ''marine'a letter," as tho case may be, 
and under tbcsu words appears tho slgna- 
suru of tho commanding officer, the post- 
Kge, but at single rates only, will be col- 
lected on delivery. 


It's queer, but if there is postage duo on 


u letter the postmaster cannot lawfully 
accept postage stamps in payment. The 
only !«{,'»! tender in such a case is money. 


It is possible that the New York post- 


ollicu authorities ha\ e overlooked that gen- 
eral rulo for postma.sters in the conduct of 
their oflines which says: "It is important 
that mail mutter bo postmarked in n per- 
fect manner so that each latter anil figure 
of tho stamp may bo distinct. A failure 
on tho port of tho postmaster to postmark 
mail legibly not only reflects upon tho 
management of his office, but renders him 
liiiblo to bo charged with delays which 
havo uoS actual^ occurred at his offlce. " 


Not only are postmasters foi bidden to 


furnish liNts of persons receiving mail 
from their postofflces, but tho wives and 
families of tho postmaster arc also forbid- 
den to tell whn& the head of the family 
may luno mentioned. As to the members 
of his family, tho enforcement of the pro- 
hibition Is left with tho postmaster. — New 
York Pross.

of the republic. 
Mrs. Washington re- 


ceived from {S to 10 on Friday evening, tho 
affairs being modeled on the dravi ing rooms 
then know n to the court of France. None 
irne permitted to attend, says au^iil.ohron- 
Me, except those who had high social and 
tiiploniatio rank, uud "full dross was ro- 
emlrcd of all who passed tho ordeal of social 
Inspection." At Mrs. Wasbingti^nfs, draw- 
Ing rooms "Mrs. Morris always sat 'at her 
right hand, and at all dinners, whether 
public or prtvate, tho venerable Kobert 
Morris was placed nearest to the hostess." 
When Dolly Madison -was wife jof -ar'^pwsl- 
dent, in 1815, sue WHS described ns in the 
meridian of her lifoand beauty. Kadiant 
and beautiful, she dispensed hospitality 
anil exchanged courtesies with unrivaled 
grace. Sho looked and moved a queen. 
Her dress on one occasion is described ns 
of yellow velvet, with garniture of pearls, 
nnd sho wore an elaborate headdress of 
feathers, "a Paris turban, with n bird of 
paradise plume." One of her characteris- 
tics was that she never forgot a face. 


It was the custom of the d»y to take 


tjnufl', and the beautiful Mrs. Madison ac- 
quired tho habit by being too polite to re- 
fuse the frequently offered box. When she 
was given a jeweled snulTbox fur her own 
use, sho was diplomatically familiar with 
its service. " Her snuffbox, " wrote a friend, 
"had 
magic influence. 
Who could par- 


take of tho offered dainty and remain at 
enmity?" There was no luck of social 
splendor, and six horses were not consid- 
ered too many in those days to convey a 
president and his family from ono scone of 
festivity to another. 
There was a much 


closer lino drawn in regard to rank than 
there is at present, in spite of the clover 
rtmark of a brilliant society woman of that 
day that "the only rank in America was 
rank mutton." The effect of a social gath- 
ering was made more brilliant than it is 
by tho dress of tho men, who followed tho 
style of tho court of France. 
Imagine a 


"light blue French coat with high collar, 
broad lapels uud largo gilt buttons, n dou- 
ble breasted mitrseillcs vest, a nankeen 
colored cassimoro brcec-hcs, with whito silk 
stockings, shining pumps and full lace 
ruffles on tho shirt bosom and wrists, with 
a white cravat inflated with n, 'pudding,' 
as it was called." A powdered wig and a 
gold laced uout of ruby velvet were worn by 
another ouo of tho cuvtiliers of the ilrst 
ladies of the land.

BIRD SUPERSTITIONS. 


QUEER BELIEFS FOUND IN THE FOLK- 


LORE OF MANY NATIONS. 


Among the Olde»t Are Those Kelatlns to 


the Common Cock—Origin of Itome'n 
Sacred Goose—The Sacred Ibis of Egyptw 
The Robin'* Keel Brea«t. 


Birds have held a prominent place in 


tho religious lifo of man from the earliest 
times. They seem to be connected in ono 
way or another with the superstitions and 
the folklore of every nation, civilized or 
Mivago. 


, Among tho oldest superstitious are those 


relating to tho common cock and hen. 
These fowls wcro carefully watched and 
studied by tho ancient augurs, particular 
notice being taken of tho time and place 
of their crowing, which was interpreted 
for good or evil. In tho Bible tho cock is 
conspicuous at the time when Poter denied 
his master. It is said its figure on church 
spires was placed there to remind men of 
this circumstance. In tho early hours of 
the morning tho cock crows a warning to 
tho dead as well as to the living, and all 
ghosts that arc wandering about the earth 
must return to tho land of spirits. 


Mohammed declared that in a revelation 


ho saw in tho Hrst heaven a cock so largo 
that his crest touched tho floor of the scc- 
mid heaven. Tho crowing of this celestial 
bird arouses from sleep every living crea- 
ture except man. When this cock ceases to 
crow, tho judgment day will be at baud. 


With the ancient Romans the goose was 


a sacred bird. 
During the invasion of 


Koine by the Gauls a detachment of sol- 
diers In single file proceeded up tho hill of 
tho capital so silently that the leader 
reached the top without being challenged, 
but when ho was climbing over the wall 
tbo noise disturbed some sacred geese in 
thetemploof .luno. Tho geese began to 
cackle and awakened the gttrrlson, when 
Marcus Manilas rubbed to tho wall and 
threw tho luckless Gaul buck. In com- 
mcmomcioit of this event the Romans car- 
ried a sacred goose in procession to the 
wipitol each year. 


According to Greek mythology Argup 


was sut to watch lo, who bad been changed 
into a cow. Hermes, ordered to reiouso lo, 
lulled Argus to sleep with tho music of u 
shepherd's pipe and then killed him. Hera 
(Juno) set Argus' hundred eyes in tho tail 
of her lavoritu bird, tho peacock 


This bird, among the early Christians 


was emblematic of a glorified body. It! 
feathers havo adorned many a throno, ant 
were at one' tune among tbu oriuimonts o. 
{ 


tbu kings of England. 


The sacred ibis of the Egyptians was 


supposed from the color of its leathers to 
symbolize tho light and tho shade of thu 
moon 
It. was the Incarnation of the god 


Thoih, \\ ho in the fjulso of this bird 
escaped tho wrath ot Typhon. It is wild 
ih.it H.s feathers vtould Bc.aro and even Kill 
tho crocodile 
Tho bird was believed to 


deliver Kgypt from winged and other ser- 
pents that cumu from Arabia, It wns cclo- 
brateil lor its purity and drank only tho 
purest water. Its love for Kgypt was 
thought to bo so great that tho bird would 
tllo of self starvation if transported olso- 
\\ hero. 


Thu stork wns probnbly considered more 


sacred that any oilier bird exoept the ibis 
It was the typo of 111ml attachment among 
tho Greeks, tho Remans and tho Hebrews, 
who believed thnc tbo young repaid the 
care of their parents by remaining with 
them through lifo and attending them in 
old HRO. In Holland boxes are built for 
the storks, nnd it is a fortunate thing for 
a household to havo tho box occupied. 


Tho dovo lias been largely employed In 


Christian art, representing peace and pu- 
rity. 11 was the dovo, you know, that Nouh 
sent torth from tho ark to- find dry hind 
It has been represented with seven rays 
proceeding from it, terminating In seven 
stars, Minifying tho toven gifts of tho 
Holy Spirit. Holding an olive branch, tho 
dovo is emblematic of peace, uiul when 
seen issuing from tho lips of dying saints 
nnd martyrs H represents tho human soul 
purified by Buffering. 


Aloha mined had a pigeon that was tnugh t 


to pick grains of wheat from his ear thai 
it might be thought that tho bird brought 
him messages from heaven 
There is a 


superstition that any ono sprinkled with 
the blood of a pigeon will never die a nat- 
ural death 
A sculptor carrying homo a 


bust of Charles I stopped to rest by the 
way At that moment; a pigeon was struck 
by n hawk overhead, ami tho blood of the 
bird fell upon tho neck of the bunt. 
Tho 


incident led to tho superstition, when tho 
unfortunate monarch was beheaded short- 
ly afterward. 


In England and Ajnericatho robin red- 


breast is welcomed as the harbinger of 
spring. The joyful melodies that ho pours 
forth foretell a bountiful harvest. Thcr-e 
Is a tradition that when the Saviour \\as' 
on his way to Calvary a robin plucked a 
thorn from his crown and tho blood that 
issued from tho wound fell upon the breasit 
of the bird and dyed It rod. It was once 
a prevailing belief in England that the 
robin will cover with leaves tho body of 
any dead person thac it may find. 


There are many superstitions connected 


with tho raven 
It Is spoken of in the 


Bible as an instance of God's protecting 
lovo. In popular superstition it is nn evil 
omen, foreboding death and desolation 
It was tho favorite bird of Odin, the su- 
preme deity of tho Scandinavians. He had 
one on each shoulder, and they told him 
of all thlugs of heaven and earth. 


Kqually unlucky Is the cro.w. When ono 


flics over a hoiise and "caws thrtco, it is 
said to foretell a death. Crows seen to the 
left of the observer signify a loss of money 
There are two occasions, however, when 
the crow is a good omen—nine crows in 
a'row on n fence foretell speedy marriage, 
and a white crow in a flock means the in- 
heritance of a fortune. 


The swallow is n bird that brings good 


fortune. It is said to carry a pebble from 
the seashore to giro sight to its young. 
Tho cuckoo tells the length of life and In- 
forms maidens when they will bo married. 
It is called tho "rainbird," from tho er- 
roneous notion that 1C cooes only before a 
storm. 


The hooting of the owl Is believed by 


«oni6 persons to foretell A death, while 
others say it moans a change in tho weath- 
er.—Louis E. Seaber lu Philadelphia 
Times.

A Subject With »' Forbl<Jd)uC Title

Mo Full of lutorokt: 


Most boys and girls know that our word j 


"alphabet" comes from Alphu, Beta, the 
ilrkt two Greek letters. They know also 
that tho "words, "I a) A Alpha and Omega," 
tho beginning and the oud, the first and 
the last," rotor td letters of this, alphabet. 
Their mil origin is Phoenician, and in lie- 
brow they mean respectively an ox and a 
ho uso. 


When 1 began 'to learn*the Greek alpha- 


bet, my elder brother tried t'p console mo 
with the story of the boy that. used to 
walk to school, saying, "Alpha, Beta, 
Unmuui, Delta." But ho passed by the 
cottage wherS some old people named Delta- 
lived! They understood him to say, ^1 
will beat 'gapimor Delta." Now, the old 
lady objected to being called "gammer," 
and had no inlud to bo beaten by so young 
a boy. so the.end Was {hat "Gaffer" Delta, 
boat him". But I never believed that tale, 
kuo\ving no one named Delta. ' This let- 
ti-r in Gre,ek capitals is like.au equilateral 
triangle, and thus the islands formed at 
the mouth of great'rivers, as the Nile, 
lihone and Ariiu'zoii, are called deltas.' 


Beginners in Gvcek sometimes wonder 


that -tlie letter 11 stands for capital Ifl 
(long). Oneo it had the same use as our 
If, but then the Greeks had only one let- 
ter for E, whether long or short. How- 
ever, they boiTOwed the long E from the 
Samian -alphabet, and used the sign HJx> 
represent that sound. 


Theta, the next letter, is the first in the 


Greek word thanatos (death), and it was 
PO vi-=cd on the ballots o£ judges at Athens, 
lii 4he sau.ni way, the .Lacedaemonians 
bore the Greek L on their shields, and the 
ilebsenians M, frgm which wo infer that 
monograms have.a<long pedigree. 
, Wo u&e the word "jot" (which is the 
same as the Greek letter iota, the Englibh 
1) in our own language for u, very small 
thing. Wo do so from the expression 
"one jot or one tittle" in the sermon on 
the mount. In Greek, iota has no dot, 
and is the smallest letter; so it was taken 
to represent any very small thing. 
After 


awhile ioty, Was no longer pronounced at 
the end of certain words, and it was then 
written underneath the preceding vowel 
or subscript. It thus beciune smaller than 
over, but it is still restored to its former 
rank in capital type. Our master had a 
(food plait for saying Greek declensions. 
Wo had to raise a hand for iota subscript, 
whi'ii ever it occurred. 


There was a, U-tti-r, the IMgtmnnn (like 


a rude J1'}, which imVivstcd mo because it 
%s as extinct. Scholars trace it. in lines of 
Homer i>* gcoln^'fUi Kwk fossils in rockh. 
The Dignnniui vuis like our V, and sur- 
vives in the Kigii for the numeral (i. Greek 
Icttcrtt are uned to represent numbers. 
Alpha is one! Beta t\yo. Gamma thn-e, 
Delta four, and so on. In Latin, tho let- 
ters aro so arranged that seven of them 
can indicate all numbers. 


Tho stars that make up constellations 


aro named in order from tho Greek alpha- 
bet, 
and tho brightest in each receives 


Alpha as its due title. Thus, Sirius is tho 
Alpha of tho conmtollation Ciinis .Major, 
tlu> groat ucluila of Orion appears near tho 
Mar called Thota, and Alpha Contauri is 
tho star neaiv.st to tho earth.

to Dr. liiehard Kills, who writes in Thej 
Medical Kecord on the effect of tobacco oni 
tho eyes. Tho day laborer, who tvorks outi 
of doors and consumes great quantities of 
food and oxygon, has a stomach which is 
proof against tho wiles of tho strongest 
pire. Tho cigarette smoker escapes be- 
cavrc his stomach gives out before his op- 
tic neno is iu danger. Many a working- 
man finds his vision becoming impaired) 
aud lays it to tho advance of age when in, 
reality tho cause is a pipo that,is never} 
cleaned and black, juicy tobacco. The re- 
sults aro the impossibility of reading and 
the presence of a hazy cloud tnat is ox-- 
Uviiioly annoying. His central vision is 
so poor that ho has to turn his head from 
bide to side to use tho outer parts of tho 
retina. -The man is sure that ho can soo 
Iv-tter at. night, or at least tho haziness is 
not so disagreeable then. Whisky so often 
it. a contributing cause that the physician 
frequently is at a loss whether to lay the 
impairment of vision most to alcohol or to 
nicotine poisoning. In tbo majority of 
eases stopping tbo uso of tobacco and tak- 
lug strychnine on prescription -will im- 
prove the condition of sight, if it does not 
restore the eye entirely to its normal state. 


Dr. Kllis himself is a smoker, and ho 


says: "The uso of tobacco is indeed a great 
comfort. It satisfies a craving so well that 
perhaps a majority of tho inhabitants of 
tbo world worship at tho throne of Nieo- 
tiria. Of nothing else is this truo except- 
ing alcohol. If tho real value of tobacco 
flmong all classes of men, especially tho 
workingman, tho soldier aud tins sailor, 
eould bo estimated, it would bo found to 
bo of more value than all tho miggcts of 
I he Klondike." 


To llio Sherwood Kyo infirmary in Now 


York came recently a Bohemian who grad- 
ually had been growing blind. His friendu 
told him it was merely tho effect of ad- 
\anciug years. Jfot until ho had lost his 
job as a stonecutter and was nearly blind 
did lie make up bis mind to consult a doc- 
tor. \\hen bo found out wbut tho real 
trouble was, he was surprised and prom- 
ised to uivo up tho uso of tobacco. Two 
weeks later ho said that he had not 
smoked, but ho found chewing just as sat- 
isfactory. 
The doctor found, too, that 


chewing was just as injurious. It wus like 
tho man who promised tosmoko less often, 
and a month later said thut ho smokod 
now only threo times a day, and showed 
his gii;aiilie pipe, which ho had had made 
to order.

1'raying for rain has no doubt been iu- 


dulgud in sinco man lirst tilled the soil— 
scratching tho earth with rudo implements 
of wood and stone,. Kve.u old Jjiician 
jocosely tolls of the man who, having cut 
his grain, prayed for dry weather, while 
another implored Jupiter Pluvlus to send 
rain upon his growing cabbages. 


As to tho alleged power of tho moon to 


chango atmospheric conditions of tho earth 
sulllcient to affect tho weather, it is only 
necessary to say that her rellected heat 
can raise tho temperature but twel .-c-mil- 
lionths of a degree, about equal to tho heat 


j of a caudle 21 feet away, and that tho at- 


mospheric tides caused by,tho moon affect 
the barometric pressure only a few hun- 
dredths of nn inch. 


The clicking voice of the electric tele- 


graph is our best guide for atmospheric 
predictions, and tlie,United States weather 
bureau is constantly improving its meth- 
ods for greater accuracy and usefulness. 
In line, while so called weather prophets 
may sometimes make a lucky guess, like 
the makers of old timo fanners' almanacs, 
thoir claims for special acumen are about 
on a par wilh those of tho Indian medi- 
cine man, working his incantations with 
frenzied dancing and rattling parapher- 
nalia.—New -York Times. 


A, Great Knclish Compliment.

Evidence* That It I» In th» Atmosphere. 


Its Effect Upon IndiTtdiuU—Ttx« Bene- 
fit* Which It Will In th« Ne»r rnliur* 
Beatow Upon Mankind. 


It is u scientific fact that the atmosphere 


contains mo» or less electricity at all 
times. 
Over a century ago Benjamin 


Franklin gaye a practical demonstration 
of this truth by drawing a current of elec- 
tricity from the upper atmosphere through 
a kite. Other experiments of a similar • 
nature resulted in tho death of several ex- 
perimenters, they having unwisely lost 
sight of the fact thnt it was necessary to 
have some protection in the shape of in- 
sulation in cose of an overcharge. 


These experiments have proved beyond 


doubt that electricity may be drawn from 
the atmosphere by simple means, all of 
which have been long understood and are 
quite natural; moreover, we know that it 
is easier to obtain this current under somo 
atmospheric conditions than others. Dry 
air is a nonconductor and moist air a good 
conductor of this •valuable invisible power, 
and the greatest amount of electricity id 
found when the atmosphere is charged to 
its full capacity with moisture. 


Electricity is shown in the phenomena 


of thunderstorms, in the slight elcclri,fica- 
tion in tho air during clear weather ;aud 
in the aurora. 


During tho auroral display it has been 


possible, owing to tlie abundance of elec- 
tricity in tho air, to work telegraph lines 
and transmit messages for long distances 
without tho aid of a battery. The most 
plausible theory of the aurora is that of 
Franklin, that H is caused by electric dis- 
charges in tho upper air, resulting from 
differing electrical conditions of the cold 
air of tlie polar regions and tho warmer 
streams of air and vapor raised from tho 
ocean by evaporation in tropical regions. 


It is generally understood that tho clear 


ay? abo\o tho earth'is positively electrified 
and that the air at the earth's surface is 
negatively electrified and its volume meas- 
ured by its potential from a point above 
the earth to that at tho surface, while the 
air between tho upper and lower layers 
Bcrvos to keep the opposite charges separate. 
It is usually found that in cloudy or 


rainy weather the charge is of a negative 
character and with clearing weather it 
changes to positive, any definite change in 
tho electrical conditions indicating a 
change of weather conditions. 


Atmospheric conditions must necessa- 


rily play a very essential part in tho elec- 
trical potential. This being so uncertain 
and weather conditions so changeable, it 
may rcvcr be possible to obtain a constant 
for any given elevation, but it is possililo 
to KO govern tho current drawn from tho 
clouds or u clear sky by passing it to earth 
through lightning arresters or possibly re- 
sistance coils that by the timo it reaches 
tho desired point its potential would be so 
reduced as to allow its charge to be utilized 
in charging storage batteries. 


Now, 
It may bo said that under tho 


most ad-.er.se conditions the current would 
bo found too weak to bo of value, but I 
bolicvu that even under such conditions 
there would bo sufficient electricity gath- 
ered to continue in force that previously 
stored without failure or loss of power, 
provided tho capacity of storing is sutti- 
oiont to meet tbo wants of an emergency 
of this char.n (er. 


This would provide against the unstable 


atmospheric element, aud, the periods aud 
conditions under which its greatest vol- 
ume exists being known, extra precaution 
and provision mu.st bo made for storing for 
1'uturo use. 
It is contc nded by some that tho ocean 


affords rhe boot f.-icilitiesJorgathering and 
storing this \aluiiblo power. I contend 
that, .Mltho'.mh 11m ocean may be the but- 
ter conductor, it would bo more difficult 
to sto'.-o 011 tho ocean than ou land, for it 
ia always nn easy matler to curry a cur- 
rent to moist soil and there do the storing. 
Besides, there are in addition to be gathered 
tho earth currents and thut artitloially gen- 
erated by the thousands of dynamos, etc., 
which is of itself today a vast power and 
is hardly utiH/cit before the power ife lost. 
There is nothing to prove that a current 
when once set; in motion cannot bo con- 
trolled and mado a permanent power. Its 
force, if stored, may bo used over and over 
again if a proper conductor is provided 
after it has performed its work to carry it 
to a reservoir or storage plant for future 
use.Have you ever thought of the great 
volume of electricity which our. atmos- 
phere contains? 
Wo inhale with every 


breath a suilicient quantity to strengthen 
and invigorate us. It is ono of the most 
important elements. There is an ebb 
and Hood wa\o to our atmosphere which 
is similar in its action to the tides of 
tho ocean. Its maximum pressure oc- 
curs at certain hours of the day and 
night and its minimum at opposite hours. 
When tho pressure is at its minimum tho 
electrical force of our bodies is least, and 
at such 'times we aro greatly enervated 
and weakened, and at periods of excessive 
humidity similar effects in our physical 
condition may bo observed. When the at- 
mosphere is thoroughly saturated, it is a 
more perfect conductor, and the current 
readily leaves ns for that Offering the least 
resistance. All these forces tend to show 
and provo that there is on electrical dis- 
charge from ono substance to another, and 
fully demonstrates that it needs but tho 
best conductor to gather and a proper re- 
ceptacle to store tho electric fluid which 
constantly surrounds us. 


Several experimenters are already em- 


ployed iu devising a plan for gathering 
and storing atmospheric electricity, and I 
am confident from tha progress already 
attained in this line that ic will not be 
many years before atmospheric electricity 
can be properly stored and utilized, taking 
the place of all lighting, heating and ma- 
tor power employed at tho present day. 


The possibilities and uses to which this 


power may bo applied are innumerable. I 
expect to see it used in every house in as 
simple a manner as gas or water, so thai; 
it shall be within tho reach of the poor as 
well as tho wealthy.
